PROCLAMATION KY GENERAL MEIRITS, 


Meadquarters Department of the Pacilic, 
August 14th, 1898. 


To tHe Prorse or Tie Prtarerses : 


I.—War has existed between the United 
States and Spain since April 2ist of this 
year. Since that date you have witnersed 
the destruction, by an American ficct, of 
tho Spanish naval. power in these islands, 
the fall of the principal: city, Manila, and 
its’ defences, and the surrender of the 
Spanish Army of occupation to the forces 
of tho United States. 2 : 

11.—The Commander of the United 
States forces now in possession haa instruc. 
tions from his Government tovassure the 
people that he has not come to wago war 
upon,them, por upon any, part.or faction 
among thom, but to protect them in their 
homes, in their employments and in- thoir 


peraonal and religiolS rights. All persons 
who, by active sid or honest sulunission, 
co-oporato with the United States in its 
efforts to give effect:to this beneficent pur- 
pose, will recoive the reward of its support 
and protectirn. 

TiL.—The government established among 
you by the United States isa governmont 
of military accupstion ; and for the presont 
it is ordered that the municipal laws auch
